Sanders, Buttigieg, 
Klobuchar get boos

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Fiery progressive Sen. Bernie Sanders fought for Demo- 
cratic front-runner status Tuesday night as New Hamp- 
shire’s first-in-the-nation primary began to cull the crowded 
field, bringing at least some clarity to a presidential nomina- 
tion fight marred so far by dysfunction and doubt. 

Sanders held a small lead over former South Bend, Indi- 
ana, Mayor Pete Buttigieg and Sen. Amy Klobuchar as results 
were coming in. Sen. Elizabeth Warren and Joe Biden were 
vying for fourth, with neither on track to receive delegates. 

As Sanders predicted victory, Buttigieg and Klobuchar 
fought for an edge with their party’s establishment. Warren 
and Biden wanted to avert political disaster, with Biden leav- 
ing the state hours before the final polls closed. 

New Hampshire began culling the Democrats’ unwieldy 
2020 class even before the final results were known. Politi- 
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cal newcomer Andrew Yang, having attracted a small but 
loyal following over the last year, was suspending his cam- 
paign. So was Colorado Sen. Michael Bennet, who ran as 
a just-the-facts moderate in a race in which liberal candi- 
dates grabbed the headlines. 

“Tonight is not the outcome we fought so hard to 
achieve. It is bitterly disappointing for many of us, but it 
shouldn’t be,” Yang told supporters, noting that he out- 
lasted several senators, governors and congressmen. 

Warren, a front-runner for months, was doing poorly in 
early results but told cheering supporters, “Our campaign 
is built for the long haul, and we are just getting started.” 

Warren said Sanders and Buttigieg are “both great

New Jersey will spend $6 million on mental health train- 
ing for school and college employees in response to an NJ 
Advance Media investigation of the state’s rising suicide rate 
among teens and young adults. 

The state also will form a working group of experts to 
develop mental health resources, such as best practices for 
schools. 

Gov. Phil Murphy announced both initiatives Tuesday 
morning at Maple Shade High School in Burlington County. 

“Mental health must be prioritized in the same way as 
physical health,” the governor said during the event. “There 
can be no more shame. There can be no more reticence. 
We've lost too many lives.” 

Murphy said the money would come from $100 million in 
taxpayer funds to combat opioid addiction, noting that sub- 
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stance abuse is often associated with mental health condi- 
tions. 

The push to tackle the mental health crisis comes after 
New Jersey documented 100 suicides in 2017 among people 
ages 15-24, its highest number since the 1990s. 

Despite more teens and young adults expressing feel- 
ings of hopelessness and depression, NJ Advance Media 
found that tens of thousands of New Jersey students attend 
schools without the recommended number of counselors. 
A shortage of child and adolescent psychiatrists also leaves 
many families struggling to find timely and affordable care 
when students are in crisis.

Feds suing N.J. to 
force cooperation with 
immigration officers

The U.S. Department of Justice filed a lawsuit Monday 
that seeks to overturn restrictions on when New Jersey 
police can cooperate with federal immigration officers. 

President Donald Trump’s administration had already 
joined a similar suit last month. 

Both complaints target rules created two years ago by 
New Jersey Attorney General Gurbir Grewal that limit what 
police can share with Immigration and Customs Enforce- 
ment, better known as ICE. The Immigrant Trust Directive 
restricts when police can turn unauthorized immigrants 
over for deportation, although it does not prohibit cooper- 
ation completely. 

New Jersey filed its response Tuesday. Grewal called the 
recent lawsuit a “political stunt” that “gives license to folks 
to continue engaging in bigoted attacks,” adding, “It erodes 
the trust we’ve worked so hard to build.” 

According to the suit, the state rules blocked federal offi- 
cers on multiple occasions from getting information about 
people who may be in the U.S. illegally, including some 
who had been charged with or convicted of fraud, making 
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Aid for Portal Bridge

The days finally may be numbered for the aged, trou- 
ble-prone Portal Bridge, which for decades has halted NJ 
Transit trains in their tracks, tormenting countless com- 
muters to Manhattan with delays. 

The last major barrier to federal funding for a new bridge 
over the Hackensack River in Kearny was removed late 
Monday. 

More than 450 trains carrying almost 200,000 passen- 
gers cross the bridge every weekday. 

The Federal Transit Administration raised the rating on 
the bridge to medium-high, making it eligible for federal 
funding. All that’s left now is for the Trump administra- 
tion to approve the grant request, reach an agreement and 
write the check. Amtrak, which owns the bridge, has put 
the price for the replacement at $1.5 billion.
